juld be accomplished. A committee 
composed of two or three of her good 
citizens was sent to Cincinnati to inter- 
view President Injralls on tbe subject. 
He received them pi -asantly, listened lo 
what they, had to say on the subject, but 
told them plainly that the C. G. and P. 
company could not extend its road from 
Georgetown to Ripley. He was satisfied 
that it wouldn't pay his company to 
make the extension, for the reus M that 
there wouldn't be a great deal of business 
to be done at that place, and the roa 
extended would have to compete I 
steamers. But he (Ingalls) added: " You 
folks up there at Ripley need not be un- 
easy. You'll have a railroad before long. 
Huntington intends to build his road up 
the other side of the river next year." 
The above may 'not be the exacl 
language used, but it is the sub- 
stance of what the President of the C„ 
G. and P. road told the committee. The 

dition to the above, Ingalls told the coup 
inittee that he nnderst iod it was Hunt- 
ington's intention to resume work in 
earnest next spring, and push the road 
to compleiion. 

The Bulletin obtained the above in- 
formation from a member of the com- 
mittee referred to, and it can be relied 
apou as correct. If President Ingalls 
got this information from a reliable 
source then there are reasonable hopes 
of Beeiug the road completed withiu a 
year or so. Since the above news was 
obtained a gentleman of this city, who 
has some business relations with Hunt- 
iugton, told the Bulletin he was satis- 
fied work would be resumed on the road 
next spring.
